It’s Not Over! 

Most of you who have written David Cooke, the Minister of Education and 

Training for the province of Ontario, already have recetved his reply: the 

government does not want to give Redeemer the right to grant the B.A., B.Sc., 

and B.Ed. degrees. But President De Bolster says the struggle is far from over. 


The form letter, sent to those who 
wrote to Cooke, states that “it is the 
conviction of this government that the 
public good is served by allowing only 
publicly-funded institutions to grant 
degrees with secular designations and 
by allowing privately-funded institu- 
tions to grant only degrees with 
theological designations.” Asa result, 
Cooke says his government “would 
not support an application to the 
__ Legislature to expand the authority of 

Redeemer to grant the degrees refer- 
enced in your letter.” 

This refusal might seem to be the 
end of the matter, but Redeemer 
president Henry De Bolster disagrees. 
“We expected something like this to 
happen. We have only taken the first 
step in the process.” In his letter of 
reply to Minister Cooke, President De 
Bolster expresses his dismay that 
Cooke's response seems to come from 
misunderstanding, something that he 
says is reflected in the reasons given 
for the Ministry’s rejection of Redeem- 
er’s request, “We note that we have 
not been heard,” President De Bolster 
writes. “It is very discouraging to 
receive a letter from the minister that 
shows a lack of understanding of the 
facts and of our intent and purpose.” 

Over 600 letters were sent to 
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Queen's Park, presenting a strong case 
in Redeemer’s favour. Perhaps one of 
the most helpful voices came from Dr. 
Alvin A. Lee, the former President and 
Vice-Chancellor of McMaster Univer- 
sity in Hamilton. Lee, who was Presi- 
dent of McMaster during Redeemer’s 
formative years, writes “in my consid- 
ered view, based on an extended, close 
association with Redeemer College, it 
fully merits—and, in terms of social 
justice, should have—a change in its 
charter, permitting it to grant B.A., 
B.Sc., and B.Ed. degrees.” Lee goes on 
to say “surely the time has come for 
them to be given clearly and openly the 
status they have certainly earned, and 
to end what seems to me to be dis- 
crimination against them on political or 
ideological grounds.” 

President De Bolster stresses that 
now is the time for further action. He 
thanks those who have written, and 
urges those who have received replies 
from Minister Cooke to respond. “If 
everyone who received the letter were 
to respond, pointing out the inconsist- 
encies in Minister Cooke’s argument,” 
he says, “we would send a clear mes- 
sage that we're not going to give up.” 
Inside this issue of Reflections we have 
composed a list of suggestions for such 
a letter. >

Redeemer Receives 
Substantial Gifts 


Redeemer College has recently been 
the recipient of three substantial and 
unusual gifts. During the past few 
months, Redeemer has been given a 
computer system, a house with 
property in a lakeside town, and a 
substantial donation for the replace- 
ment of the General office's computer 
system. 

The computer system was donated 
by Genum corporation of Burlington, 
which manufactures microchips. 
Genum paid almost $100,000 for the 
system a number of years ago, but 
when they decided to sell the system, 
they were unable to get what they felt 
was a reasonable price. They then 
decided that a tax credit resulting 
from a charitable donation would be 
more advantageous to their company. 
The system is a MicroVax II mini 
computer, a model which is similar to 
the one Redeemer uses in its computer 
science lab. The computer can handle

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Guidelines for your Reply to Minister Cooke 


First of all, thank you for your support thus far. We could not have taken this first step without the blessing of 


your support. We feel that Minister Cooke's response is based on a number of inconsistencies. In your letter, please 


point out these inconsistencies, and respectfully ask the Minister to respond specifically to your concerns. 


*Thank the Minister for his response 
to your letter. 

* Ask the Minister to clarify his 
statement that his government will 
allow “only publicly-funded institu- 
tions to grant degrees with secular 
designations.” We do not under- 
stand what is secular about the B.A., 
B.Sc. and B.Ed. degrees. 

*Question the Minister’s use of 
Redeemer’s privately-funded status 
as a reason for withholding the 
charter change. Does private 
funding make the education process 
and results inferior, or at least 
different? 

«Point out that a privately-funded 
educational institution would be a 
blessing to a debt-ridden economy, 
especially when the quality of 
outcome is demonstrated.

Past and present Redeemer students 
have recently met with success in their 
academic fields. Redeemer alumna 
Maureen Elgersman has been ac- 
cepted into the faculty of history at 
Clark Atlanta University, and Re- 
deemer student Corina Bos recently 
gave a paper at a session of the Uni- 
versities Art Association Conference, a 
rarity for an undergraduate student. 

Maureen Elgersman graduated from 
Redeemer in 1991, receiving her 
degree in French. She then completed 
a two-year Afro-American studies 
program at Clark Atlanta University 
in Atlanta. This past summer, she was 
given a full-time position in CAU's 
history department, where she will be 
teaching four sections of undergradu- 
ate American history.

Langbroek Brings Etching Exhibition to 
Redeemer Art Gallery 


Contemplations, an exhibition of 
etchings by St. Catharines artist 
George Langbroek, ran from Novem- 
ber 11 to December 13 in the Re- 
deemer College art gallery. The 
collection of twenty-four works 
explore the human condition, contem- 
plating how people relate to each 
other and to God. 

Langbroek’s exhibition, part of 
which was shown last year at the 


| Institute for Christian Studies in 


Toronto, consists of intaglio colour 
viscosity etchings. To make such an 
etching, Langbroek draws his imagery 
onto zinc plates. He then applies a 
protective coating of etching ground 
on the negative spaces of the drawing, 
the areas which he does not want to 
appear in the work. The entire plate 
is then submerged in acid, where the 
positive areas are bitten out and the 


drawn image becomes imprinted onto 
the zinc plate. Colour is then applied 
to the plate. Langbroek places a sheet 
of paper over the plate and runs it 
through a press, which transfers the 
image onto the paper. The plate can be 
used to make a number of prints, up to 
thirty before the original plate deterio- 
rates. Langbroek has been using this 
process since 1985. The works in the 
show span the years since this time up 
until the present. 

Although the Langbroek exhibition is 
now closed, another of his exhibitions, 
entitled Confessions is on display in the 
art gallery of the Crossroads Centre in 
Burlington until the end of December. 
This exhibition, which is more liturgi- 
cal in focus, includes works Langbroek 
has created for his church, Jubilee- 
Fellowship Christian Reformed 
Church. +
